Geologists any = that Lake 
Huleh and Its adjoining marshes 
are part of the great Syrian- 
African ritt which includes the 
Jordan Valley, the Dead Sea, 
the Nile Valley and the great 
lakes of central Africa, In the 
early cenogle era, volcanic 
eruptions sent Java snaking 
ueross the valley bed end creat- 
ed a dam behind . which the 
waters of the Jordan rose to 
form the lake and swamps. 

To “uncork’’ the bottleneck at 
the southern tip of Lake Huleh, 
the Jordan river bed had to be 
enlarged and deepencd, Diamond 
drills were used to blest the 
basalt rocks, Altogether nearly 
760,000 tons of earth and stone 
wore removed at this point 
alone. 

To prevent the escape of the 
25,000,000 cubic metres of water, 
contained in the lake In sum- 
mer, before the engineers were 
ready for it, the temporary dam 
of street pile backed up by a 
bulwark of earth and — stones 
had to be crected. When it is 
removed, one day in the summer 
of 1957, the water will run out 
of the lake as from a barrel 
whose tap has been tumed. The 
engineers estimate that It will 
take from four to six wecks, 
however, before the lake |s 
completely drained. 

The next phase in. the work 
was to dig a conduit to replace 
the ancient Jordan river bed In 
the region, This, ond auxillary 
@ralnage canala were excavated 
by floating dredgens through the 
peat of the marshes and the

New Conduit 


Today, a 10-mile long and 
14-foot wide new conduit, known 
as “The Jordan Canal,” diverts 
the Jordan' river from ia old 
course, 

Runming parallel ¢o it is the 
Western Canal, 12% miles long 
and the shorter, three miles long 
transverse Northern Canal which 
links the two to regulate — the 
flow. In the middle of the lake, 
the two paralle? canals join and 
run os a single conduit to the 
old Jordan river bed at the 
mouth of the lake, now  en- 
Jarged and deepened.
